S A C R A M E N T O , January 2.—There 
are strange sights in this city tonight 
and everywhere the greatest excite­ 
ment prevails.

Hearing them Mrs. Kidder rushed 
out and gave an alarm and they were 
frightened away.

Chinese, it being argued even by 
some of the shrewdest detectives that 
the manner of butchery resembled 
the work generally done by Chinese.
